Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Regarding independent claim 1 5, Applicant argues 
that Edholm fails to teach "a microprocessor that is coupled to a user-interface device and that controls selected functions of selected IP 
telephony devices of an IP telephony communications system via the IP telephony comunications link". Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Edholm explicitly discloses IP telephones with user interfaces that communicate with a phone server to "resolve user input into a viable 
desintation IP address for establishing a call, as was as, implement advanced call features such as forwarding and conferencing (col. 2 lines 
52-57, col. 5 lines 20-24). Thus the user's ability to implement, activate/deactivate particular call features fulfills the functionality of making 
configuration selections that are made on the IP telephone and communicated to the phone server. 

-Regarding independent claims 1 and 20, Applicant argues that Shaffer et al in view of Trueken fail to teach "a programmable controller, 
provide user-selected IP telephony configuration information to a control center... to contorl communications between, and to programmably 
configure, the control center and the plurality of IP telephony devices". Examiner respectfully disagrees. Shaffer et al explicilty dscloses that 
each IP telephony device is provisioned with a set of call service features, subscribed to by the user of the IP telephony device and 
maintained in a service profile at the at server (col. 3 lines 57-66); wherin the user is able to request activation of select IP telephony 
services for the IP device Shaffer-col.4 lines 1-12; Truetken-col.4 lines 2-12). Thus the user's ability to select and activate/deactivate 
particular call features fulfills the functionality of making configuration control selections that are made on the IP telephone and 
communicated to the router and server. 

Applicant's arguments are therefore unpersuasive and the rejections under the cited prior art of record are maintained. 
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
